VVe think of wars and p estilence as the great scourges of mankind 
f’.ut where they liave slain by the thousands, Inflatiiiii has ruined by the 
millions. Inflation is an ever p resent thieat to tieedom, security, j)io.s 
p erity and hap p iness. A long list of great and ¡xjwerful nations, rich in 
worldly goods, tree and enlightened, have collap .'.ed into 
misery 
ami 
p overty sini{)ly because they drifted into liiflation 
Another unlvirtunate iact abinii the Kubj(ct of p olitical economy is 
that those who write about u and talk about it don’t ordinarily look facts 
squarely in the tace, .^nd esp ecially so witn ref» -rence to this very iiues 
tion of inflation 
Every time a new wave of Inilation gets started, those whit |» ut it in 
motion announce loudly; “This time we're going to control i t ' ” 
They also sa>, just as loud: ‘ 'I'lus i.sn’t really intlation ’ 
Rarely at S'.uch a time do “economistH" agree on the facts. 
Now, Inflation is extremely easy to diagnose. 
x\nyone with more 
than a smattering of knowledge about economics can sp ot it at once 
One doesn’t need to be a doctor to recognize a tractiire of the arm t» r a 
heat p rostration. Intlation is just as simp le to identify. 
And the further fact is that Inflation has been carefully studied and 
analyzed for more than 2U(»() years, ('ountless case histories have been 
made 
And the tragic findings of all this r<*search is that, hrst. Inflation 
CAN’T be controlled, any more than you can < ure a fev?r with an iceba g, 
and second, in all the history of economics, ttie rarest event of all has 
been for a government or a p eojiie, tjnce they embarked on Inflation, to 
back out of it 
That'.^ where the emotional side takes; hold 
I'eop le under Inflation 
dread the idea of ’ dellatiOn" just as hysterically as a tired child having 
a tantrum dreads going to bed 
Xot for any reasons in economics, but for liumari emotional reactions 
only too consp i*-uous in the Tnited States today, the tendency always in 
inflation is to keep it going 
until Inflation in turn p uts the government 
and the p eop le "through the w ringer " 
The symp toms visible in the Tnited States today art* identical with a 
host of iirevious inflationary cycles. Theie aie only twu p rincip al diiter- 
ences to be found 
One is that our Inflation is a slow mot ion case; it is 
not being ‘•controlled," but it is being slowed down through overall gov 
evnment restrictions, and it is being disguised beiause the government 
had outlawed all of the “barometers" which would fet the man in the 
street see what is being done to him. This is all p art of the ‘ Kt-ynslan" 
p hilosop hy. Keynes didn't invent a scheme to “contrid" inflation, fiut he 
did invent a scheme to stretch it out over a p eriod of years. Then a gen­ 
eration of rulers could be “liberil" with imaginary money 
and say

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THE OLDEST DISEASE 


Uncle Sam is sick. 
There's no real mystery about what s 
the matter with him. 
H e 's suffering from the oldest disease of 
governments. 
It s name is Inflation. He has a perfectly typical 
attack of it. 


Unfortunately, Inflation is a disease of the m ind as well as a 
disease of the national economy. The victim becomes delirious. 
H e has illusions and delusions— 
like a fever victim who thinks he 
is well and wants to clim b out of bed. 


M aybe it would be better to compare Uncle Sam 's present 
condition with that of a restless, crying youngster whose mother 
says: 
H e s just sleepy—— but he doesn t know what's the matter 
w ith h im l" 


Inflation w orks a bit like sleepiness and fatigue. 
Y ou can 
keep yourself awake or you can give up and go to bed. A cup 
of coffee or other stimulant will keep you awake for a time. But 
it takes more and more to d o the trick. F in e ly nothing will do it 
— the sandm an wins! 


In the same way, inflation can be kept up temporarily by 
larger and larger doses of pum p-prim ing. W e ’ve been doing this 
since 1936. 
I he inflation, which actually began with the revalua­ 
tion of the currency and .the demonitization of gold, back in 
1934, ran out its first spurt in about two years. 
A couple of 
billion dollars in pum p-prim ing in 1936 gave Inflation a "second 
w ind." W e had a brief boom, which played out in 1937. 
The defense spending of 1910, the war spending between 1941 aud 
1945, the foreign relief and "M arshall Plan” spending starting in 1947, 
the m ilitary expenditures of the past eighteen months 
the^e are some 
of the pum p-prim tngs which have been going on and which have had the 
effect, as a m atter of economics, of keeping Old Mi Inflation on his feet. 
froggy but still going 
But here is how this sort of stim ulant works—just like it takes more 
and more coffee to keep you going, the longer you try to stay awake 
Last year, to stave off a recession in a Presidential year, it took nearly 
forty billion dollars worth of "extra’' government spending to accom­ 
plish Just about the same shot-ln-the-arm effect which two billions had 
in 1936.. 
Economists often speak of the "iwiint of diminishing returns 
We’ve 
certainly passed that point, so far as pum p-prim ings effectiveness is 
concerned. 
There are certain unhappy facts about the subject of economics 
or of political economy, as perhaps it ought always to be called. 
One is that, like so many other "sciences." it has been made com pli­ 
cated and difficult to understand by the invention of a special language 
to discuss It. Actually 
while most of us don’t think so 
there is very 
little about political economy which the average person couldn't "see”, 
if he put his mind to it 
And it is, by aud large, probably the most im portant single subject 
which could be taught to all the citizens of any country which is attem pt­ 
ing to operate on a self-governing basis. 
We think of wars and pestilence as the great scourges of mankind. 
nut where they have slain by the thousands. Inflation has ruined by tile 
millions. Inflation is an ever present threat to freedom, security, pros 
pertly and happiness. A long list of great and powerful nations, rich in 
worldly goods, free and enlightened, have collapsed into misery and 
poverty simply because they drifted Into Inflation 
Another unfortunate fact about the subject of political economy is 
that those who w rite about it and talk about it don't ordinarily look facts 
squarely in the face. Aud especially ho with reference to this very ques­ 
tion of Inflation 
Every time a new wave of Inflation gets started, those who put it Iii 
motion announce loudly: "This tim e we're going to control it'" 
They also say, Just as loud: "This isn't really inflation.” 
Rarely at such a time do “econom ists” agree on the facts. 
Now, Inflation Is extremely easy to diagnose. Anyone with more 
thau a sm attering of knowledge about economics can spot It at once 
One doesn’t need to be a doctor to recognise a fracture of the arm or a 
heat prostration, inflation is Just as simple to identify. 
And the further fact Is that Inflation has been carefully studied and 
analysed for more than 2000 years. Countless case histories have been 
made. And the tragic findings of all this research is that, first, Inflation 
CAN’T be controlled, any more than you can c ure a fevfr with an icebag, 
and second, in ail the history of economics, the rarest eveut of all has 
been for a governm ent or a people, once they em barked on Inflation, to 
back out of it. 
That’s where the emotional side takes hold. People under Inflation 
dread the Idea of "deflation” just as hysterically as a tired child having 
a tantrum dreads going to bed 
Not for any reasons in economics, hut for human emotional reactions 
only too conspicuous in the Culled States today, the tendency always in 
inflation is to keep Ii goiug 
uutil Inflation in turn puts the government 
and the people "through the w ringer " 
The symptoms visible in the Tutted States today are identical with a 
host of previous inflationary cycles. There ate only two principal diner 
eaves to be found One is that our Inflation is a slow-motiou case; it is 
not being "controlled," but it is being slowed down through overall gov­ 
ernm ent restrictions, aud it is being disguised because the government 
bad outlawed all of the "barom eters" which would fet the man in the 
street see what is beiug done to him. This is all part of the ' Keynslau" 
philosophy. Keynes didn’t invent a scheme to "control" Inflation, hut he 
did invent a scheme to stretch it out over a period of years Then a gen­ 
eration of rulers could be "liberal'' with im aginary money 
and say 
cheerfully to each other "After us, the deluge?”
